Cars have hee.i off the rail-! at frequent 
intervals and much work will be re- 
quired before the rails will be In condi- 
tion for summer business. 


Tiie frost bus also laid out much work 


for the Newport .street department.

many cases the frost penetrated below 
the foundation of the macadam roads 
and in consequence theie are many' soft 
spots where horsesand wheels sink in- 
to the surface. This cuts up the streets 
and will uiakeexleusive repairs neces- 
sary. Those who have occasion to do 
any heavy teaming find that the con- 
dition of the roads iu the city aud ou 
tbe island adds to the expeuqg of 
the

There was a well attended meeting of 


the Citizens Busiues* Association on 
Thursda}' evening to discuss the matter 
of improving Long wharf. There was 
a representative gathering of tbe citi- 
zens of Newport and much interest wa> 
displayed in the project. 
Of course, 


there were opposing views as to the ex- 
tent of the proposed Improvements, 
some of the speakers advocating an eco- 
nomical job, while others wished to see 
an entire reconstruction of the wharf by 
improving both sidea and building a 
sea wall ou tbe south. The definite ac- 
tion taken was to pass a resolution re- 
questing the council to call a special 
election aud submit to tbe taxpayers 
three different propositions for the im- 
provement of tbe wharf. 


Preaident William P. Sheffield, Jr., 


presided and made an eminently fair 
aud capable chairman. In calling tbe 
meeting to order, after Hating its pur- 
pose, Col. Sheffield gave a brief resume 
of the history of l.oug wharf, stating 
hat, although considerable myitery 
tad been made of tbe subject, it was 
reasonably clear and threatened no in- 
iurmouutable difficulties in carrying 
out plans for Its improvement. 
He 


said that the trustees should uot be 
confused with the proprietors. 
The 


proprietors of Long wharf are actually 
attbeprsseut day merely the lot owners, 
while the trustees control that portion 
of tbe wharf west of Washington street 
end which is leased to the railroad, the 
truxteeii having merely n right of way 
through the portion of the wharf be- 
tween Thames and Washington streets. 
The trustees had agreed to light the 
whaifaud by their lease to the railroad 
this duty devolves upou the latter. The 
roadway has practically been used as a 
public highway for tbe last fifty years 
or more and there should be no diffi- 
culty in' the city coutrolliug it. 


There was a lillle hesitation among 


the speakers at the start but after the 
Ice was broken there was no difficulty 
iu finding enough that were ready to 
speak. 
Mayor.Boyle stated that he 


was satisfied with his previously ex- 
pressed views and that he preferred to 
hear others. Mr. Herbert Dyer of the 
committee to confer with the city coun- 
cil committee stated thst he was un- 
able to report as the city council com- 
mittee has not yet reported to the city 
council. 


Alderman Bliss stated that there are 


three plans suggested for the improve 
uient of the wharf: First, to take laud 
on both sides for a radical alteration; 
2ud, to take laud on the south side 
only; 3rd, merely raise the grade of 
the roadbed, repair it, and construct 
sidewalks. Of these the first plan 
would be expensive. 
The second, to 


clear off all the buildings ou the south 
• ide from Thames street to the city 
dock, build a wide roadway and a sea 
wall, is tbe ideal method. The third 
plan would give a roadway more uar- 
row than Thames street where three 
teams could not pass abreast. 
It was 


•ubsequeutly stated by Mr. Garrettson 
that estimates made during hi« term 
of office as mayor were I53.297.4U for 
the property on the north side, $10,- 
636.01 for tbe properly oa tbe south 
Bide, and a total of $69,445.11 for all 
the property. 
These figures were 


taken from the assessors' valuation. 
They included ouly the value of the 
land to be taken and not the cost of the 
proposed improvements. 


There was considerable dissatisfac- 


tion expressed by several because the 
city council committee on Long wharf 
did not divulge its plans. 
Alderman 


Ritchie when called upon stated that 
:he committee approved the so-called 
Mayor Powel plan-to construct a Bel- 
gian block pavement, lay a curbing, 
and build granolithic sidewalks. Tbe 
committee thought this ail that the 
city could afford. To condemn the 
pro|ierty on the soutli side only would 
• isl $150,000. 


There was still dissatisfactinn ex- 


pressed at the reticence of the commit- 
ee aud aubsequeutly one speaker had to 
be reminded by the presiding officer 
hat the city council WHS notou trial. 
Iu reply to a question as to whether 
the city council could carry out a plan 
to improve Long wharf without refer- 
ring it to the people, Alderman Bllm 
stated 
that

mVre than 13000 could not be begun 
without referring it to the people but 
he believed that merely to improve 
the roadbed and sidewalk would be I 
considered old work and that the city !

with her furniture here and tbe experts 
of tbe local shops will put on tbe fin- 
ishing touches to the vessel.

Lee's lirst step after evac- 
uation had l>een decided upon was the 
destruction

The soldiers ou the very front of the 
Federal line could hear the rumble of 
wheels ou the bridges aud reported to 
headquarters that the sounds indicated 
evacuation. 


Some time after midnight—that it, 


early on the 3d—the magazine at Fort 
Drury, on James river, little more thau 
halfway to Richmond, blew up, light- 
Ing the whole heavens. It was plainly 
TllIMe on the Petersburg linos, and, as 
It was followed by other explosions, 
that of war vessels and bridges, aud by I rics 
fires nearer to Petersburg, it became 
very plain that a general destruction 
was going on along Lee's twenty miles 
of defenses. However, the Confederate 
pickets were out In full force, and ev- 
ery attempt of the Federal pickets to 
advance was met by good volleys of 
musketry. At daylight on the 3d the 
order was given on the Is'lnth corps 
line for pickets to advance to the ene- 
my's main trenches. They did so and 
found the batteries empty and the 
camps deserted and denuded of every- 
thing valuable. Heavy guns had not 
been removed. 
A few Confederate 


skirmishers were overtaken, and it was 
learned that the bulk of tlie army had 
been goue for hours, the trains and ar- 
tillery having begun to move at 8 
o'clock p. m. ou tbe 2d, the Infantry fol- 
lowing. 


The brigade of General Ralph Ely- 


Second brigade. First division, Ninth 
Corps—moved rapidly toward Peters- 
burg, on tbe river road, aud received 
the surrender about 4:30 a. m. The 
First division was promptly assembled 
and marched in by the regular roads. 
President Lincoln reached Petersburg 
about noon. Grant was already there, 
and there was hearty rejoicing among 
soldiery aud citizens because the tedi- 
ous sie*e was over. Xews came from 
Richmond that that stronghold had 
been entered by Federal troops at 8 
o'clock in tbe morning. The Armj- of 
the Potomac rested around Petersburg, 
and General Grant went out ou the 
South Side railroad, where a strong 
Federal column under General Ord 
was inoviug ou u line parallel to that 
taken by Lee, the Appomattox river be- 
tween their marching columns. 


Tlie experiences at Petersburg had 


been repeated at Richmond with the 
exception of the assaults. The Federal 
army confronting the defenses of Rich- 
mond consisted of two divisions of the 
Twenty-fifth corps of the Army of the 
James. General Godfrey Weitzel com- 
manded the corps and was temporarily 
in commaud In front of Richmond. He 
had held his troops In readiness to as- 
sault for some days, but tbe success of 
the turning movement had rendered 
that unnecessary. Inside of Richmond 
coufusion rcigued all day on the 2d ( 
(Sunday), the day of the successful 
; 


Federal assaults at Petersburg. 
Dis- 


patches from Lee announcing his In- 
ability to hold his ground at Peters- 
burg had caused the officers of the Cou- 
federate government to begin prepara- 
tions for a hasty flight, aud as they did 
not wait for night to cover their move- 
ments tlie people .soon learned the truth 
and acted accordingly. 


General R. S. Ewell commanded a 


few local Confederate troops iu the de- 
fenses, and Qeneral G. W. C. Lee, son 
of General Robert Edward Lee, bad a 
division hi the Confederate works at 
Chapin's bluff, on James river, seven 
miles below the city. 
These troops

the Federal fleet, took President Lin- 
coln on board the flagship and steamed 
up James river, where he landed ou 
the 4th. 
Mr. Lincoln went ou shore 


alone and was walking the streets, In- 
quiring his way of passersby, when 
some of General Weitzel's aids met 
him and conducted him to headquar- 
ters In Davis' deserted mansion. Here 
he Inspected the quarters of the fugi- 
tive Confederate chieftain and for a 
time §at In Davis' office room in' his 
own accustomed chair. 


While he was In Richmond Mr. Lin-

The typical farmer of forty years 


ago was wasteful of the soil. 
Seem- 


ingly unlimited areas uf vlrgiu land 
before him, be rioted recklessly. 
If 


tbe old field, after u few years of bar- 
barous treatment, failed iu productive- 
ness, he abandoned it to gullies, and 
cleared another. The enterprising far- 
mer of today is careful to preserve his 
capital ummpared, rie knows how to 
plow so as, to conserve moisture aud 
preveut washing. 
He kuow« what 


each crop draws from the soil and bow 
to rotate crops FO as to prevent coustaut 
drains ou auy oue element of fertility. 
Nitrogen, the most costly of these ele- 
mentp, be bas learued to draw from tbe 
air, through leguminous crops; and iu 
peas, clover and alfalfa he has fouud 
the means. Through feeding his crops 
to stock and through the purchase uf 
commercial fertilizers he provides, or 
makes available, the needed supply of 
potash aud phosphoric acid, studyiug 
carefully the needs of different soils 
aud crops to avoid waste iu the pur- 
chase of unnecessary Ingredieuts. 


Such is the progressive farmer of to- 


day. 
Aud such—or better—the Depart- 
ment aud allied forces hope to make 
the typical fanner of our lime. 
The 


tremendous 
possibilities in such au 


effort are well show u by Dr. J. i!. 
Huuuiacutt's statement tbat iu tbe 
South— aud the comparison applies in 
every 
section—the average 
farmer 


grows six bushels of wheat, ten bushels 
of corn or one hundred and eighty 
pounds of cotton lo the acre, while 
Southern soils have produced sixty 
bushels of wheat, oue hundred aud 
twenty-five bushels of corn and two 
thousand pounds of cotton—this com- 
parison, which is not between the worst 
and the best, but between tho average 
and the best, showing how wretchedly 
as a rule, men yet till the earth. 


1'erhaps uothtngelse tbat the Depart- 


ment has done is likely to lead to such 
Increase iu production as its present 
wolk of discovering what are the pre- 
vailing types of soil iu different locali- 
ties, and emphasizing the importance 
of adapting crops to them. 
As Dr. 


Frank Camerou said iu the Popular Sci- 
ence Monthly some time ago: "In a 
general way it has long beeu recoguized 
tbat certain tolls are unusually well 
adapted to the production of particular 
crops, as Ihe celerv soils of Kalatnazoo 
•ud the wheat soils of the Red .River 
Valley. But it is not generally recog- 
nized that each particular soil is b«st 
adapted to some particular crop; and j 
perhaps Ibe greatest economic sio of 
the farmers of this country has been

A more general utilization of the

Diamonds frorrfthe Sky, 


Tbe Diablo meteorite contains small! 


diamonds iu lis'tire* of tbe metal, con-1 
nected by cracks t.i tbe nucleus of! 
sulphite of iron. 
It seemed likely,,' 


Ihen, tbat sulphur bas displaced the! 
carbon from carbido of iron. 
The: 


meteorite also, contains phosphorus 
and fillcluui, which might intervene! 
iu tbe separatiou of carbon. By melt-1 
ing Swedish iron in an electric cruci- 
ble and adding sulphide of iron, then, 
plunging the crucible into cold water, 
Moii-san 
obtained 
little diamonds. 


The cold water penetrating the car- 
bou crucible cooled the iron toward 
its heart, where tbe liquid carbon 
solidified in the form of diamonds. 
The diamonds thus obtained by add- 
ing sulphide of irou are like those 
made without it, but there are more 
of them. Diamonds made by addition 
of silicum are.more irregular iu form. 
The addition of phosphide of iron 
gave uo diamonds. Mr. Moissau con- 
cludes that carbon, at ordinary pres- 
sure, submitted to a high teuiperatuie, 
vaporizes aud yields graphite, where- 
as carton liquefied under a high pres- 
sure yields diamonds.—London Globe.
